ions with us in the field, or with us 
aced dangers on angry oeean'e bosom, 
nd who have answered the l*"*t rol] 
all; yet, after the lapse of all these 
ears, after more than a third of a 
entury has glided by on the swiftly: 
ilently moving wings of time, our 
earts are attuned, by memories of 
anger and of daring and of suffering; 
y remembrances of the march, the 
ivouae and the battle; by recollections 
f wounds, of prison horrors and of 
eath, to sing again the old sweet 
ong of love and loving comrades, to 
ell again the old sweet story of affec- 
lonate comradeship.

A PAYING BUSINESS,- 


Why Onr Farmera Should Raise Thorough 


bred Cattle—High JMcea For Herf ordfl. 
Those of us who read the Breeders 


Gazette and agricultural papers, 
or 


even the daily press, cannot iail to 
have been very much interested in the 
handsome profits that thoroughbrec 
cattle have recently been selling at 
The fact that hut few of the farmers 
of our country take much interest in 
pure bred cattle has prompted us to 
write this article with the hope of in- 
cresting some of THE GAZETTE readers 
in a business very much neglected. 


At the recent sale of the Fairview 


herd of Herford cattle, at Chicago, we 
notice that ninety-six of those cattle 
were sold for $67,100, or an average of 
about S700 each. ' 'Dale," a four-and-a- 
half-year-old bull, sold for 57,500 to the 
man who bred him and a few years 
ago sold him for 81,100. This price 
•eally surprised us and seemed un- 
reasonable until we noticed that five 
of the get of this bull sold for an aver- 
age of 
31,400 each. One yearling 


icifer was sold for S3,000; a heifer calf 
'or 81,000 and a bull calf for £950. 
Chese cattle were not purchased by 
millionaires, who often buy what they 


.ake 
a fancy to, regardless of value. 


>ut by judicious business men, as an 
nvestment from which good profits 
are expected. 


Several years ago, when J. I. and I. 


R Barley, of Bloomfield township,pur- 
hased a number of pedigreed Herford 
ows and a bull, many of our censer 
•ative neighbors shook their heads 
and predicted that those boys would 


ever "come out" on their investment, 
iut the wisdom of those wide awake, 
nterprising young men has been dem- 
nstrated in the fancy prices they have 
ieen receiving for every Herford calf 


old; 
none of which brought less than 


75 when a few months old. They can- 
ot supply the demand for male calves, 
ven at much better prices, which is 
nrther proof of the wisdom of these 
entlemen in exhibiting their stock at 
he state and county fairs, at which 
hey have invariably been awarded 
remiums. 
In England this "white faced" breed 
f cattle is considered not only valua- 
le for beef but for milk, both as to 
uality and quantity, which is also 
vident from the fact the Barley Bros , 
rom eleven Herford and two grade 
ersey cows, sell almost 100 1'os. of 
utter each week to customers who are 
o pleased with it that they pay a spe- 
ial price of 25c. per Ib. the year round 
or it. 


With all these commendable traits 


o the credit of the Herford cattle, it 


strange that so few of our farmers 
ave become interested in raising them. 


would certainly be more interest- 
g, as well as more profitable, than to 
ontinue to raise the mongrel and 
crub stock which now is an "eyesore" 
n most of our farms. Scrub cattle are 
ot profitable for beef or milk and re- 
uire as much, if not more, feed than 
he pure breeds to keep them in good 
ondition. A well kept Herford calf 
x months old will weigh from five to 
x hundred pounds, while a scrub at 
hat age, with all the feed you could 
nduce it to eat, will not weigh more 
han half as much. 


This being a fact, it seems foolish 


or us to continue to raise scrub cat- 
e when we could, with much more 
rofit, be raising those whose merits 
re so superior at little more expense, 
xcept in starting 
Almost every far- 


could buy one or two Herford 


eifers, if the 
unprofitable 
scrubs 


ere sold, and by breeding them to a 
ull bred bull, start a herd that would 
n a few years become many times 


ore valuable than the same num- 
er of scrubs. 
Now let us suppose 


hat only six of our leading farmers 
n each township would thus start 
reeding Herford, or any of the other 
opular, pure breeds of cattle it would 
oon bring buyers here, who now go 
Isewhere, and if properly managed 
ur county would become famous for 
ts superior cattle, as it used to be for 
is fine horses. 
Some years ago J. IT Lantz, who was 


hen employed at the Waterside wool- 
n factory, started to raise full bred 
hropshire sheep, beginning with a 
ery few pedigree ewes and a standard 
red ram, which proved to be so profit- 
ble to him that he kept improving his 


.ock, 
while he resided at Waterside, 


nd so convinced the conservative far- 
aers of that community of the merit 


if his sheep that they bought of him 
nd have so improved their flocks that 
lorrison's Cove—the "Garden Spot" of 
Bedford county—now has the finest 
heep we see anywhere. Mr. Dantz, 
everal years ago, moved to Altoona, 
where he is engaged in business, but 
till continues to breed sheep, and 
udging from the very attractive cata- 
ogue he now issues of his fine flock, 
he business must be a paying one. 
What Mr. Lantz has proved to be pos- 
sible with sheep, the Barley Bros., re- 
lerred to, have done with their herd 
of Herford cattle, of which we recently 
noticed about 50 fine, fat specimens on 
their large farm. 
What these gentle- 


men have done with sheep and cattle 
many other farmers are capable of 
doing with similar success and profit

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 
15.—The 


administration programme of hush 
ing up the scandal connected with the 
embezzlement of a large sum of mon- 
ey from the Cuban postal receipts by 
C. F. W. Neely, who has been chief 
financial agent ot the Cuban postal 
system, and others, will be combated 
by the Democrats in congress, who 
regard the present as an excellent 
time for a thorough investigation of 
all Cuban receipts and expenditures. 
Senator Bacon says he waited nearly a 
week to give the Republicans an oppor- 
tunity to propose an investigation be- 
fore offering his resolution instruct- 
ing the senate committee on relations 
with Cuba to investigate receipts from 
all sources since the occupation of 
Cuba by our troops and expenditures 
for all purposes during that period, 
and report to the senate at the ear- 
liest possible date. Of his resolution 
Senator Bacon said: "My purpose is 
to have a thorough investigation of 
the moneys which have been received 
and disbursed in Cuba. 
We know 


lhat there has been some improper 
disbursements. In view of that fact, 
it is our duty to thoroughly sift the 
whole matter. Our only excuse for 
Deing in Cuba is our desire to govern 
the island for the 
benefit of the 


Cubans, and we ought to see whether 
we are doing our duty toward those 
people." That a number of Cuban 
officials, 
including the director of 


posts and the 
auditor 
of postal 


accounts, have been suspended is proof 
hat the public is being deceived by 
official statements saying that Neely 
s the only Cu ban official who has been 
mplicated in the stealing. If a prop- 
er investigation is made it will prob- 
ably be ascertained that there has 
been a ring of thieves 
working on 


he Cuban revenues, but that is just 
what the administration doesn't wish 
to be ascertained. 


Senator Teller arraigned the officers 


if the ordnance bureau of the navy 
department for incompeteney and igno- 
rance during the discussion of the 
irmor clause of the naval appropria- 
tion bill, and the arraingment was in- 
dorsed by Senator Allison 
Mr. Tel- 


er said the ignorance displayed by of- 
icers of that board when they appear- 
jd before congressional committees for 
he purpose of giving information had 
>een 
sometimes absolutely 
pitiful, 


and that he could get more informa- 
ion out of a private citizen in ten 
minutes than he had ever been able to 
get out of one of these officers in an 


our; also that there were engineers 
n civil life who could make infinite- 
y better guns than any officer on the 
irdnanee board, but that the board 
would not listen to them. 


Adjutant General Hart, of Delaware, 


who is in Washington on business, 
aid of the political outlook in his 
,tate: 
"We will elect every state 


ifflcer, from governor down, and a 
egislature that will choose two Demo- 
ratic United States senators. The Re- 
mblicans are in a hopeless state of 
disorganization and are beaten from 
ihe start. If the rest of the country 
will do as well as Delaware in Novem- 
>er there won't be much left of the 
i. 0. P." 


Although the administration 
suc- 


ceeded in preventing any preliminary 
report being made by the Isthmian 
commission the members of that com- 
mission have given their personal opin- 
on of the investigation to the senate 
nteroceanic canalcommittee,and those 
opinions are all one way—in favor of 
:he Nicaragua route. This makes it 
evident that the position taken by 
Boss Hanna, that the senate should 
not act upon the Nicaragua canal bill 
until the report of the canal commis- 
sion is made, is merely for delay. An- 
other proof was given by Hanna in- 
sisting that the committee should 
grant hearings to the officers and 
directors of the new Panama Canal 
company. Why should these men be 
heard when this government has sent, 
at great expense, an official commis- 
sion of expert engineers to investigate, 
and that commission has given its 
views to the committee ? There is 
political dynamite enough in this ques- 
tion to blow the McKinley administra- 
tion and the Republican majority in 
the house out of existence, and if Boss 
Hanna succeeds in preventing the 
passage by the senate, at this session, 
of the Nicaragua canal bill, the explo- 
sion will certainly take place next No- 
vember. 


It is now pretty well known why 


Governor Teddy Roosevelt paid that 
extended visit to Washington. He 
had doubts of the sincerity of the 
Platt machine and he wished to have 
the administration make it plain to 
Platt that he must be renominated for 
governor of New York, and incidental- 
ly, by paying him special attention, to 
help him convince some of the Ne 
Yorkers whose confidence and esteem 
he has lost that he was a high muck-a- 
muck in the councils of the administra- 
tion. As far as Platt was concerned 
his visit was a success and Mr. Mc- 
Kinley has Platt's promise that Teddy 
shall be renominated; but it will not 
be seen until the votes are counted 
whether the visit rehabilitated Teddy 
in the esteem of the kicking New 
Yorkers.

WHY W. J. BRYAN

Willis J. Abbot, Chief of the Democratic Na 


tional Committee's Literary Bureau, Tells 


Why the Eminent Nebraskan Will

tion and the party managers might, they could not get the tar of the Cleve 
land administration off the wings of the Democracy. This year we hav 
nothing to apologize for, nothing to disavow. Our principles are fixed an 
boldly avowed; they are not complicated by executive acts wholly antagonist! 
to them, yet performed in the name of Democracy. In 1896, too, prior to th 
time of the national convention, the whole national machinery of the part 
was in the possession of an element bitterly antagonistic to the policy deter 
mined upon by the majority of the convention and which, after vainly tryin 
to defeat that programme at Chicago, went openly out to combat it at th 
polls. For four years past the national organization has been and now is in 
the hands of men loyal to the Chicago platform and the candidate who stoo 
upon it, and the campaign for Democracy to-day is further advanced than i 
was in September of the last presidential year. 


Mr. Bryan himself appears before the people in a new light. If he ha 


lost that element of strength which proceeded from his very novelty and youth 
he has lost, too, that bitter antagonism which proceeded from lack of knowl 
edge of his character. He is no longer "the boy orator," even in the column 
of the most slug-witted newspaper. Nobody longer thinks him a firebrand, a 
anarchist, a confiscate. He is beginning to be known as what his friend 
have always known him to be—a man of essentially conservative instincts, 
defender of every just property right, a cautious and high-minded man. It 
affrights no longer, and in many places where four years ago he was dreade 
as a spoliator he is hailed to-day as a champion against spoliation. 


In 1S9G a great number of Democrats, shocked by what was to them a new 


and incomprehensible issue, left their party and became its most bitter foe 
Some followed the impossible and ridiculous banner of a spurious Democracy 
but the more astute, and I think the more logical, voted directly for Mr. Me 
Kinley. The departure of many of these men from the Democratic party wa 
its salvation, though it cost temporary defeat. It would be idle to mention 
names, for they will occur, to everybody. Surely a party which stands agains 
monopoly, special privilege, against plutocracy, could not and cannot numbe 
among its leaders trust beneficiaries, monopolists, mercenaries who put the 
dollar above the man. Such were first to leave it when it became, truly Demo 
cratie. They are gone for good—for its good. But there were other men, tens 
perhaps hundreds of thousands of them, who recoiled because they sincerel 
feared the effects of free silver, who went out on that issue only, though per 
haps a little on account of their lack of knowledge of Bryan. These men wil 
be back in the party this year. Not only will there be no Sold Democratic ticket 
but a very great proportion of the men who voted that ticket, or who, bein 
ordinarily Democrats, voted for McKinley, will this year vote for Bryan. 


Certain states in this Union ari carried by this party or that largely as 


result of shrewd political organizing. In these states in the last election Mr 
Bryan had the professional politicians against him. This year I am persuaded 
they are for him—not perhaps that they love him better, but that they now 
see his strength with the people. It is my firm conviction that the east wil 
show the most surprising gains for the Democratic ticket this year, and whil 
there may be some falling off in the west, due to the hopelessnes of effectin 
any silver legislation, it will not snfflce to wipe out his magnificent majoritie 
in those purely American communities 


It is idle to attempt now to split straws between imperialism and expansion 


for each day shows that the sort of expansion for which this administratioi 
stands is imperialism in its fullest form—the sort of imperialism that send 
white soldiers to the Philippines to shoot down brown men fighting for liberty 
and black soldiers to the Coeur d'Alene to overawe white men striving for 
greater measure of industrial liberty. 


Imperial ambitions cost money—more than that, they cost men. The on 


is taken from the pockets of the poorer classes, tbe others are drawn from thei 
firesides. There is many a heart torn with anguish to-day in these Unite 
States that syndicates may loot Manila through street railways, electric light 
and bonding operations. 


And the trusts. Jerry Simpson said lo me a few weeks ago: "Out m 


way the people can't think of bnt one thing at a time. In '% they couldn' 
think of anything but free silver. This year they can't think of anything ex 
cept how barbed wire is riz." 


Whatever measure of prosperity has come to the working people by.reason 


of the resumption of manufacturing after the prolonged stoppage prior to 189 
has been iu great degree offset by the increase in the cost of living due t 
trust extortion. And particularly is this true of the class that lies between 
the manual "workers and the manufacturer or capitalist. They more tha 
any other, the clerk, the school teacher, the small shopkeeper, the man strivin^ 
to set up for himself, have suffered, an1 will suffer more unless tendencies ar 
cheeked. Will they empower and expect a party under which the trust ha 
seen its greatest development, a party which has put one trust attorney on 
the supreme bench and made another attorney general, to put an end to thes 
monopolies? I believe that tbe people will see that the strokes being dealt a 
individual enterprise, at the independence of the small producer or merchant 
menace the future of their children, and that they will turn from the party 
which has done nothing to prevent them to the party from which every trus 
magnate, every great financier who bleeds the people with bonds and waterei 
stocks has been driven with whips of scorpions 


And that is another reason why Bryan will be elected. 
I have commented upon the fact that in 1896 the Democratic party wa. 


disunited, and that to-day it has been united by the simple process of taking 
back all who stand for principles and keeping out all who are opposed to it 
spirit. Now how about the Republican party to-day ? Is the editor of th 
North American, and are its myriad readers wholly content with a part; 
which in tbe nation stands by Quay? Does the struggle over the policy to b'i 
pursued in Puerto Rico portend a, party with unity of thought and purpose 
What does the attitude of Senators Hoar and Mason—and the attitude of hun 
dreds of thousands of Republican voters standing behind them—on imperialism 
portend? 
Can your party "get together" on the qnestion whether Secretar; 


Hay ought to give the Nicaragua canal to England or not? Are yon quit 
sure that the senate will back up the department of state in the cases o 
Macrum and Adelbert Hay the adolescent? 


These are just isolated cases. One could catalogue Republican dissensioni 


to the point of boredom. But on this poiot every intelligent reader can do hii 
own thinking and act as his own memory, keeping in mind tbe while that thi 
squabbles in house and senate are the least important and the revolt of thi 
voters is the vital thing. That revolt is in progress over imperialism, over the 
treatment of the Boers, over the dominatinn of the trusts, over such scandal 
as the turning down of Attorney General MoneU. in Ohio because heprosecutec 
the Standard Oil trust, tbe Gage trade with the Standard Oil bank, the Banna 
Payne subsidy grab for the Standard Oil ships; but enough. One may discne 
a political campaign in a few thousand words, bnt to enumerate the points a 
which this administration has been stained with Standard Oil transcends in; 
limits of space. 


And those are more of the reasons why Bryan will be elected. 
It is not necessary here to go into sp'cific predictions as to the states which 


Mr Bryan is likely to carry. Enough to say that he will lose none that h 
carried in 1S96 and will certainly carry Kentucky and Maryland in addition 
But as I said at the outset I would explain how a comoaratively few votes 
rightly placed, would have meant victory, I will fulfil the promise. Mr 
Bryan needed and will need this year 228 electoral votes to win. He had 178 
A change of 141 votes in Kentucky would have given him 12 more elector 
there; 962 in California would have brought 8; 1,019 in Delaware would hav 
resulted in 3; 5,744, in West Virginia would have cost McKinley 6; 9,091 in 
Indiana would have given that state, with 15 votes, to the Democracy, and c 
change of 16,886 in Maryland would have completed the 223 votes needed. Som 
of these states have since returned to Democracy. All are good fightinj 
ground, and all about them and around them lie great commonwealth 
peopled by industrious, peace-loving, home-keeping, child-rearing citizpns,whi 
neither wish to be robbed of their earnings to swell the coffers of trusts, no 
of their children to swell the armies of empire. 


And that is why Bryan will win.

>y Governor Hazen S. Pingree (Repub- 


n} was published in Sunday's Phil- 


adelphia Times: 


In all tbe discussion of trusts there 


.s little or no indication that any 
thought whatever has been given to 
their effect upon our national life, 
upon our citizenship and upon tbe 
lives and characters of the men and 
women who are the real strength of 
our republic. I think that this is the 
most important consideration of all. 
Economic considerations have been 
the only ones—how business or com- 
merce will be affected by trusts. I 
believe all these things are minor con 
siderations. Will it pay us either as 
individuals or a nation to encourage 
trusts ? 


In this republic of ours, we are fond 


of saying there are no classes. We 
say that classes belong to m^uarchies, 
not to republics. 
Nevertheless there 


are classes and well-defined ones, too. 
They are not generally distinguished 
by differences of social standing. The 
distinction with us is based on wealth. 
Man is rated by the property he owns. 
Our social or political leaders may 
deny this, but it is true. 


The strength of our republic has 


ever been in what is called our middle 
class. This is made up of manufae 
turers, jobbers, middlemen, retail and 
wholesale 
merchants, 
commercial 


travelers and business men generally. 
It would be little short of a calamity 
to encourage any industrial develop- 
ment that would affect unfavorably 
this important class of our citizens. 


Close to them as a strong element o: 


our people are the skilled mechanics 
and artisans. They are the sinew anc 
strength of the nation. The skilled 
employee has held close and sympa- 
thetic relation with his employer. He 
has been something more than a mere 
machine. He has felt the stimulus 
and ambition which go with equality 
of opportunity. These have contrib- 
uted to make him a good citizen 
Take away that stimulus and you 
lower the standard of our citizenship 
Without good citizenship our nationa! 
life is in danger. 


It seems to me, therefore, that the 


vital consideration 
connected with 


this problem of the trust is its effec: 
upon our middle class—the independ 
ent, individual business man and the 
skilled artisan and mechanic. 


It is admitted by the apologist fo: 


the trust that it makes it impossible 
for the individual or firm to do busi 
ness on a small scale. It tends to con 
centrate the ownership and the man 
agement of all kinds of business activ 
ity in the hands of a very few. This 
being so it follows that the independ 
ent, individual business man mu 
enter the employment of the trust 
Self-preservation compels it. 


Ue becomes an employee instead o 


an employer. His trusted foreman am 
employees must follow him. They hav 
been in daily association with him 
The new order of things separate 
They both become part of a vast in 
dustrial army with no hopes and m 
aspirations—a daily task to perform 
and no personal interest and no prid 
in the success of their work. Thei 
personal identity is lost. There is ni 
real advance for them. A very selec 
few may become heads of trusts, bu 
euch opportunities will be rare indeed 
They will be entirely useless as incen 
tives to the ambition of the army em 
ployed by the trusts. 
As a result o 


the ceaseless and heartless grind of thi 
trusts in tbe almost insane desire tc 
control trade, ambition and perhap 
inventive genius will be deadened am 
killed. 


The middle class will lose thei 


sense 
of independence. They an 


already being deprived of that equali 
ty of opportunity which has made thi 
nation what it is. It is equality o 
opportunity which has attracted tc 
this country the millions of people o 
other nations who have helped mak 
American citizenship and American 
institutions the greatest and best in 
the world. 


The trust is, therefore, the forerun 


ner, or rather the creator, of indus 
trial slavery, The mister is the trus 
manager or director: It is his duty tc 
serve the soulless, nameless being call 
ed the stockholder. 
To the latter th 


dividend is more important than the 
happiness or prosperity of any one 
The slave is the former merchant an( 
business man and the artisan an( 
mechanic who once cherished the hopi 
that they might some time reach the 
happy position of independent owner 
ship of a business. 


Commercial feudalism is the logical 


outcome of the trust. The trust man 
ager is the feudal baron. These may 
perhaps be harsh characterizations, 
bnt honesty to ourselves and loyalty to 
our country and its free institutions 
compel us to face and recognize the 
situation. We cannot be true to our 
republic by ignoring these things. 


It is better to be forever poor but 


independent and happy as individuals 
than to lay the foundations for indus- 
trial tyranny and slavery. 
Personal 


liberty is rather to be chosen than 
great riches, Equality of opportunity 
to all men is better than the control 
of the world's trade. 


The effect of the trust upon our 


national life and citizenship will not 
be sudden perhaps. It will rather be 
a silent and gradual change. 
It may 


not be observed at once, but its influ- 
ence will be felt nevertheless. 
Tbe 


warning with which the history of the 
decadence and downfall of other na- 
tions furnish us may not be heeded 
now. 
If not, we may pay the usual 


penalty of slavery to commercial greed 
»nd avarice. 


Increase of the wealth of tbe country 


is to be greatly desired, but if the 
people are to be degraded to industrial 
slaves wealth under such conditions is 
a curse. If our independent and in- 
telligent business men and artisans 
are to be crowded out of existence as a 
class by the trusts there is no remedy 
too drastic for the trust. 


Some may think it is too early to 


sound a note of warning of this kind, 
but the time to check an evil tendency 
is when it first shows itself. We have 
given the private corporation too much 
rope. Some say, give it more rope and 
it will hang itself. In other words 
they claim that the trust problem if 
left alone will work out its own solu- 
tion. I do not belive in such, a policy,

Seveuteen-Year Locusts. 


It is claimed that this is the year for 


the 17-year locusts. The 17-year locusts 
were here in 1S49, 1S06 and 1883 and will 
appear again this year unless all pre- 
vious experiences go for naught. They 
will, in all probability, come plentiful 
in all ground that is now cleared that 
was overgrown with wood or under- 
brush 17 years ago. 


The locusts will appear by coming 


up out of the ground, climbing up the 
first tree or plant they come to. After 
ascending some distance they will stop 
long enough to cast off their shell, 
which soon bursts open. When the 
shell has been doffed they will sit un- 
til they have become dry and the color 
has been changed from a white to ma- 
hogany or dark brown. They then fly 
away and alight on any new grown 
twig of a tree, the locust tree seeming- 
ly being preferred. They begin to de- 
posit their eggs in the bark, advancing 
step by step, singing all the while un- 
til they die. 


It is not known that they eat any- 


thing during their brief period of ex- 
istence. The branches stung by the 
locusts soon die and after a time wil] 
decay and drop to the ground. In this 
way the eggs reach the soil and 
eventually become deposited 
in it, 


where they remain for 17 j'ears.

NEW YORK, May 15 —The great ecu- 


menical conference is a thing of the 
past and the missionaries gathered 
from the most remote corners of the 
earth hare returned to their scenes of 
labor. It will be many years before 
any similar body can again be called 
together, for the reign o( the Prince of 
Peace has not been realized. 
The 


second Pentecost is yet far off, and 
though there was a descent of "fiery 
tongues," as unwelcome as they were 
unexpected—the exhibition was not 
edifying to those workers in Christ's 
vineyard who had come thousands of 
miles in the hope and expectation ol 
finding peace and universal harmony. 
They were disappointed. 
Men who 


had been absent from the great cen- 
ters of Cnristianity for thirty or forty 
years and who were not in touch with 
the religious revelation that had taken 
place during their absence, rose in that 
great assemblage to advance ideas 
which for years had been dead and 
buried In the moldering past. Their 
audiences desired to hear of the gospel 
advance in savage and heathen land. 


There was one man, however, who 


fully understood the nature of the call 
for the consideration of which this great 
body of evangelical workers was as- 
sembled—Dr. A. J. F. Behrends, of the 
Central 
Congregational 
church of 


Brooklyn, who succeeded Dr. Scudder, 
one of the most eminent Chinese and 
Indian 
missionaries who ever went 


abroad from this country to convert 
the heathen. 


When Dr. Ssudder left the Central 


Congregational church the sorrowing 
members were in despair; they felt 
sure that no successor could be found 
to fill the vacant place. One of the 
board of trustees had heard Dr. Beh- 
rends preach. He admired his broad 
liberality and power, and told his 
brother trustees of his discovery. Dr. 
Behrends was invited to Brooklyn just 
as a casual visitor. 
Bis voice was 


heard for the first time in Brooklyn, 
and the result was the congregation 
would not let him go. In a few months 
the name of Dr. Scudder, the former 
pastor, was only a pleasant memory 
and so popular had Dr. Behrends made 
himself on account of his broad and 
liberal views that he stood second in 
Brooklyn to no other minister, the 


Rev. 
Richard S. Storrs alone excepted. 


When he arose to speak to the evan- 


gelists assembled at Carnegie Hall, 
although thousands had never seen 
him, his name was no stranger to the 
religious world. Before he began to 
speak the audience seemed to realize 
that a giant in Israel stood before 
them. He commenced slowly to speak, 
but each word that fell from his lips 
was a golden grain of wisdom. That 
vast crowd leaned forward with an 
intensity of attention not often given 
to any public speaker. 
There were 


some there that differed from the sen- 
timents entertained by the reverend 
doctor; they would have been glad to 
get away, but they could not move, for 
Dr. Behrends held them as if they were 
in a vise. 


As he grew warm with the subject 


he was considering he thrilled his 
audience with electrical power. "What 
care I for creeds, or dogmas!" he ex- 
claimed, with an intensity that reach- 
ed every heart that was there assem- 
bled. 
"If I had my will," he said, 


"I would gather all these creeds and 
dogmas into one great pile and burn 
them up." 


The evangelists listened 
with re- 


spectful attention; they were pleased, 
but 
not convinced, and when the 


ecumenical council closed its session 
and the missionaries departed for their 
homes a Methodist was still a Metho- 
dist, a Presbyterian was still a Pres- 
byterian, a Congregationalist was still 
a Congregationalist and a Baptist was 
still a Baptist. Not a single voice was 
there to announce, "Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh." 


The conference has been exceedingly 


agreeable and interesting, but not in 
a Christian sense profitable. 


At no time was our streets crowded 


with these delegates, as they have 
been by the Christian Endeavorers 
and other religious bodies. It will be 
well, therefore, to withhold our judg- 
ment in regard to the value of the 
work done by the ecumenical confer- 
ence. 
They have "Cast their bread 


upon the waters and it may return 
after many days." Then, and not till 
then, will it be fair to ask "What shall 
the harvest be ?" 


At no time in my memory have the 


politics of this land been mixed in 
such a muddled and chaotic state ai 
they are now. There does not seem to 
be one yard of political ground on 
which any man can set his foot in 
safety. 
Kocks, shoals or quicksands 


surround us on every side. Oh, for 
some wondrous &eer who could read 
to us the story of the future and warn 
us of the wrath to come. 


Look at us here in this great Em- 


pire state. We have a governor,young 
and strong. It looks as though the 
Eepublican party with a unanimity 
of action seldom concentrated on a 
single head desires Governor Roosevelt 
to be the running mate with President 
McKinley on the national Republican 
ticket. Governor Roosevelt wants to 
be his own successor as governor of 
New York, and while grateful for the 
honor that the party intended to do 
him, declines most positively to accept 
the great compliment and declares he 
would not accept the nomination if 
served on a golden salver. 
On the 


other hand, our lieutenant governor, 
the Hon. Timothy L. Woodruff, is 
working every power known to politics 
to fill the vacant shoes of the late 
lamented Garret A. Hobart. But un- 
fortunately for Mr. Woodruff, while 
he is a very pleasant gentleman and a 
stanch Republican, there are » num- 
ber of eminent Republicans, men of 
great popularity, who think them- 
selves equally qualified for the high 
office of vice president, who are de- 
termined that in any event Mr. Wood- 
ruff will not have a walkover. Strange, 
isn't it? 
The governor can have it 


and won't take it. 
The lieutenant 


governor wants it and can't get it. 
Funny, isn't it ? 


There is hardly a man in the state 


of New York, from Chautauqna to 
Montauk, who can tell you with any 
degteeof certainty what will be the pol- 
itic* oi his next-door neighbor when the 
jdes oi November we upon u«, There 


seems to be no fixedness of political 
purposes anywhere. 


The labor troubles are threatening 


and the men work with a united indus- 
try and strength which this country 
has never experienced before. 
Thirty 


or forty years ago if trouble occurred 
among the blacksmiths, the carpenters, 
builders, or laborers, each party had 
to work out its own salvation after its 
own methods; but to-day a mason or a 
bricklayer in Louisiana or Florida has 
a business difference with his employ- 
er, a tailor in Bangor, Me., or a watch- 
maker in Skaneateles takes off his 
apron,goes out of the shop to play ten- 
pins or baseball for the next ten weeks, 
or till his brother in Florida gets all 
he demands, and this the tailor and 
watchmaker call a sympathetic strike. 
It is a costly sympathy and a costly 
strike. The strike which promised 
serious complications 
on the New 


York Central has happily been settled. 
The company, meeting its employees 
in a spirit of the broadest liberality, 
has purchased peace at the cost of half 
a million of dollars. Strikers oh the 
connecting lines are now demanding 
the same rate of wages paid by the 
New York Central for a similar class 
of labor, or they threaten to tie up the 
whole railroad system unless their de- 
mands are complied with. It is con- 
ceded by every fair-minded man that 
the laborer is worthy of his hire, and 
that it is his right to strike when he 
pleases to leave his job at any time if 
not under contract. 


It is right to say what wages he will 


take for his labor, what hours he 
would be willing to work, and then if 
his demands were not complied with, 
to retire from the service of his em- 
ployer. There his rights end. He has 
no right to fix the standard of any 
other laborers' wages or to say what 
number of hours his brother is willing 
to work. Less than all has he the 
right to savagely assault a laborer 
like himself willing to work for the 
wages offered and the hours he is will- 
ing to be employed. The Constitution 
of the United States guarantees to 
every man living within its borders 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness.

Blnck Rain. 


The first case of black rain which 
omes under review occurred at Gra- 
aiastcnvn and the surrounding dis- 
•ict in August, 1SSS, and it extended 
•er an area of no less than 300 square 


niles, says Chambers' Journal. Since 
ben there have happened several 
bowers of a similar description, but 
ss pronounced in tlieir sable charac- 
2r. Other showers of black rain have 
een recorded in Ireland, one of which 
•as felt over an area of 400 square 
miles. 


No one seerns to have microscopically 
xammed the water which fell at Gra- 
amstown, but it was noted that the 
quid gradually cleared when placed 
n a suitable vessel, and .a black pre- 
pitate fell from it. In the latter cases 
efeiTed to the deposit has been care- 
ully examined and was found to con- 
st of microscopic organisms, which 
veraged about the twelve thousand 
re hundredth part of an inch in 
ngth, and which were identified with 
he same fungoid organisms that are 
espousible for blight in the plants 
•Inch they iufebt and subsequently 
or smut, mildew and rust in wheat 
nd barley. 
The writer sums up his remarks 
ms: "Humidity is known to contrib- 
te largely to the copious production 
f fungi, and during protracted drought 
ic regions affected thereby will re- 
nain comparatively bare of fungi, but 
urlng the seasons of frequent rain- 
ills the production of a fungoid vege- 
itiou is largely increased."

the niche is a tall geyser fountain, 
hose waters find their way from the 
igh basin within the niche over suc- 
issive ledges and among a multitude 
' vases to the level of the pool. 
The main body of the tower is SO 
iet square. From the surface o the 


water to the top of the colonnades is 
75 feet. This portion of the structure 
is enriched by a system of decorative 
rusticated bands, which give an aspect 
of great solidity to the base. 
The 


shaft of the tower is treated with great 
simplicity. The center of each side is 
paneled with fantastically perforated 
work, through which is indistinctly 
revealed the massive framework of the 
tower. This feature is calculated to 
produce a remarkable 
effect 
when 


lighted from within, as it is the inten- 
tion to do. The main shaft of the 
tower terminates in an elaborate en- 
tablature at the height of 200 feet. 
The crown of the tower rests upon this 
entablature and is composed of three 
stories of diminishing proportions and 
varying design. The lower of these 
stories is an arcaded loggia, rich in or- 
namentation and having the wall sur- 
faces brilliantly colored. Pavilionettes 
at the corners terminate in light fan- 
tastic cupolas. The second stage, or 
lantern of the tower crown, is in the 
form of a high, circular colonnade, 
entirely open, so as to allow the effect 
of the sky to be seen between the col- 
umns. A spiral staircase within the 
colonnade leads to the last stage of the 
tower, the cupola, over whose soaring 
dome is poised the superb figure of 
Electricity herself, thus dominating 
the entire exposition, which owes so 
much to her generously exerted power. 
From the water to the feet of the figure 
of Electricity is a vertical distance of 


331 feet.. The figure is seventeen feet 
in height. 


The entrance to the tower is across 


an ornamented bridge from the plaza, 
on the north side. 
Elevators will 


carry passengers to the various floors, 
which will be devoted to different 
purposes of the exposition, such as 
reception rooms, offices, restaurants, 
belvederes and amusement halls. A 
large restaurant, at a height of 200 
feet, will give the diner a broad and 
beautiful view of the exposition and 
the surrounding landscape. From the 
cupola the eye can sweep the whole 
Niagara frontier and look far into 
Canada, beyond the majestic river that 
separates that country from the states. 


Sculpture plays an important part 


in the decoration of the tower, Two 
magnificent monumental groups of 
statuary flank each of the four sides 
of the base. Above the water niche 
in the southern face of the tower is a 
magnificent escutcheon, representing 
the arms and seal of the United States. 
In the spandrels of the arch above the 
niche are sculptures in high relief. 
The pavilions and wings are also 
richly decorated with sculptures and 
other architectural devices. The en- 
tire exterior of the tower will be 
studded 
with myriads of electric 


lights, so arranged that a great va 
riety of effects can be secured. The 
use of electric lights in combination 
with 
the sparkling fountains and 


cascades will produce scenes of fan- 
tastic beauty.
